This single handy reference guide is 
provided as a service to our Thoroughbred breeders and owners, and as a 
promotional tool for the industry. 
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MHB A leads the way through 
decades of vibrant growth 


Since 1929, the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion (MHBA) has been the leading horse industry ad¬ 
vocate within the state of Maryland. It functions as an 
informational resource for horse breeders and owners, 
the media, community and governmental organiza¬ 
tions, and the general public. 

As a service organization, the MHBA provides in¬ 
dustry information, educational opportunities and leg¬ 
islative representation to its nearly 1,000 breeder-owner 
members, who include Thoroughbred breeders, own¬ 
ers of race horses, steeplechase and hunt enthusiasts, 
and others with horse involvement. 

The main purposes of the MHBA have always been 
to encourage, promote, protect and improve the horse 
breeding industry in Maryland. While emphasis tradi¬ 
tionally has been placed on the production of Thor¬ 
oughbred race horses, the MHBA encourages all sports 
relating to the use of horses. 

Maryland — a Thoroughbred state 

Marylanders have been breeding and racing Thor¬ 
oughbred horses for more than 250 years. From the 
famed 18th century race mare and producer Selima (by 
the Thoroughbred foundation sire the Godolphin Barb) 
to such 20th century champions as Gallant Fox, Oma¬ 
ha, Native Dancer, Nashua, Kelso, Ruffian and Spectac¬ 
ular Bid, Maryland-owned Thoroughbreds have been 
providing both excitement and profits for Free Staters. 

Maryland is birthplace of two-time Horses of the 
Year Challedon and Cigar, in addition to Geisha and 
Miss Disco, dams of two of the most influential sires of 
modern times. Native Dancer and Bold Ruler, respec¬ 
tively. The great Northern Dancer stood most of his re¬ 
markable stud career in Chesapeake City. 

The long list of famous Thoroughbred nurseries and 
training centers in Maryland includes Alfred Vanderbilt's 
Sagamore , William Walden's Bowling Brook, the Labrot 
family's Holly Beach, E.R Taylor's Windfields and its 
modern counterpart Northview Stallion Station, the 
Pons family's Country Life, Fair Hill Training Center, etc. 


While Maryland's Subscription Plate was run as ear¬ 
ly as 1721, organized Thoroughbred racing began with 
the establishment of the Maryland Jockey Club at An¬ 
napolis in 1743. Following the Civil War, this associa¬ 
tion built Pimlico race course in Baltimore, which 
opened in 1870 and still operates as America's second- 
oldest track. 

Today Maryland boasts spring and summer racing 
at Pimlico, home of the Preakness Stakes (the second 
jewel in racing's Triple Crown), and fall and winter rac¬ 
ing at beautiful Laurel Park, home to several major 
stakes races each year, including the Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash. Each summer there are ten days of 
Thoroughbred racing at the Maryland State Fair at Tim- 
onium. 

Turf and jumping race programs are held at Fair 
Hill, the nation's first pari-mutuel steeplechase course, 
which also hosts three-phase and driving competitions. 
In addition, Maryland supports half a dozen point-to- 
point hunt meets during the spring, evidence of 
healthy secondary Thoroughbred markets. 

Maryland has moderate winters and consistent rain¬ 
fall, excellent soils, a favorable political climate for the 
horse business, over 150 Thoroughbred stallions, well- 
managed breeding and boarding farms, incentive pro¬ 
grams that award nearly $4 million for Maryland horses 
and a number of modern, accessible training centers. 

Horse breeding — a viable agricultural tradition with 
significant economic impact 

Horse breeding and horse racing have an economic 
impact on the state that more than triples all other 
sports combined, and comprised 78 percent of the total 
estimated annual sports impact of $1.1 billion, accord¬ 
ing to the latest report by the Governor's Special Com¬ 
mission on Professional Sports and the Economy. 

The overall economic impact of horse breeding and 
racing in Maryland is estimated to be about $1 billion 
annually, with the breeding component representative 
of about half that total; employment in the racing in-

dustry is estimated to be about 17,000. This does not in¬ 
clude the pleasure horse industry, which involves thou¬ 
sands of participants and about $500 million in addi¬ 
tional economic impact. 

Horse farms in Maryland occupy over 200,000 acres 
of farmland, preserving valued green space and serv¬ 
ing as a buffer to development. They are a critical ele¬ 
ment in the maintenance of the state's agricultural her¬ 
itage. 

The Maryland Fund and Maryland Million 

To support Maryland's Thoroughbred market, MHBA 
has developed (and administers) several innovative 
programs. Both the Maryland Fund (begun in 1962, for 
Maryland-breds) and the Maryland Million (1985, for 
Maryland-sired horses) were the first programs of their 
kind. 

The Maryland Fund (Maryland-bred Race Fund and 
Maryland-bred Race Program) is a Thoroughbred 
breeding development and incentive program estab¬ 
lished in 1962 by the Maryland General Assembly. The 
Fund receives a percentage of the dollars wagered on 
racing in Maryland each year, which is then appor¬ 
tioned, according to a formula, between (a) purses for 
races involving Maryland-bred horses and (b) award 
payments earned by breeders, owners and stallions for 
race horses bred in Maryland. 

The Maryland Fund was suggested to the legislature 
by the Maryland Horse Breeders Association as an in¬ 
novative way to promote and improve the state's 
breeding industry and to help supply runners to Mary¬ 
land tracks. Maryland was the first state to have such a 
program and, as a result, Maryland's law served as a 
model for some 27 state-legislated incentive programs 
across the country. 

When the Maryland Fund was the only program 
around, in the early 1960s, it clearly had an impact on 
the size of Maryland's foal crop. By 1964, Maryland foal 
production had jumped 32 percent. Maryland's breed 
incentive fund is carefully structured so as not to subsi¬ 
dize the production of horses that could be termed "un¬ 
economic," but rather to encourage improvement in 
the quality of stallions and mares. Unlike the majority 
of states with incentive programs, Maryland continues 
to produce foal crops of substantial commercial market 
value. About 50 percent of the races in the state are won 
by Maryland-breds. State-breds win the majority of 
claiming races, regardless of level, and 56 percent of all 
allowance races. In addition, Maryland-bred yearlings 
command a premium at public auctions in Maryland. 

The Maryland Fund distributes money in four cate¬ 
gories: 1) bonuses paid to the breeders of successful 
race horses bred in the state, 2) bonuses paid to the 
owners of successful race horses bred in the state, 3) 
bonuses paid to the owners of stallions that sire suc¬ 


cessful race horses bred in the state, and 4) purses for 
restricted races (stakes) for horses bred in the state. 

The Maryland Million is a stallion stakes program 
that culminates each fall in a single celebration, Mary¬ 
land Million Day, now second only to the Preakness 
among Maryland's major racing events. Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day features races for all divisions, restricted to 
nominated progeny of nominated Maryland sires, with 
$1 million in purses and awards. 

Spreading the word — promoting and supporting 
Maryland's horse industry 

Since 1936, the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion has utilized publications as a means of promoting 
the horse industry and encouraging horse breeding 
and participation in horse sports. For many years, the 
MHBA published the award winning monthly maga¬ 
zine The Maryland Horse , which is now a monthly 
newsletter for members of the association. 

Recognizing the growing regionalization of the 
Thoroughbred industry, the MHBA now publishes 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred, a four-color monthly maga¬ 
zine that covers racing and breeding in Maryland and 
throughout the region and helps reinforce Maryland's 
image as the pre-eminent breeding state on the East 
Coast. The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred is recognized as 
the premier monthly Thoroughbred trade publication. 

In addition, the MHBA publishes an annual guide to 
Thoroughbred farms in Maryland, a service directory 
providing product and service information to the entire 
horse industry in the state, and various posters, 
brochures and guides that educate the public about rac¬ 
ing and breeding in Maryland. 

The MHBA also maintains an extensive equine li¬ 
brary at its offices in Timonium. This library, with its 
collections of books, periodicals and videos, is open to 
MHBA members and to the general public. 

In 1988, the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
chartered the Maryland Horse Industry Foundation to 
serve various educational and charitable needs of the 
Maryland horse industry. Foundation projects include 
maintenance and expansion of the MHBA library, assis¬ 
tance to substance abuse programs for farm employees, 
support for scientific and veterinary research, and spe¬ 
cial grants for a variety of related causes. The Founda¬ 
tion is nonprofit and tax-exempt under Section 501(c) 
(3) of the Internal Revenue Code, so that contributions 
and gifts are fully tax-deductible to the extent allowed 
by law. 

In addition, the MHBA has played a key role in the 
development of the Maryland Horse Council, estab¬ 
lished in 1984 to serve the common interests of all horse 
organizations in Maryland. The MHBA continues to be 
an active member of the MHC and provide support for 
its various activities. **

During the 1970s, Northern Dancer led the general sire list 
six times and became the first Maryland stallion to amass 
progeny earnings of more than $1 million in a single year. 


Smarten is the most recent three-time leader among 2-year- 
old sires, with Northern Dancer and Native Dancer the 
only other stallions to achieve that ranking as many times.

Maryland-bred rules of registration and fees 

.49 Rewards to Breeders—Maryland-bred Rules 

A. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse shall be regis¬ 
tered with the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. To qualify for registration, the horse shall be a 
Thoroughbred, eligible for registration with The Jockey Club and have been foaled in the State of Mary¬ 
land. In addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or maintains his breeding stock continually 
in the State, the horse shall be either the produce of a mare having conceived in Maryland the previous 
season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the birth 
of the foal. 

B. A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling. 

C. Any owner or breeder may appeal the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association to reg¬ 
ister a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the decision of the Commission 
shall be final.

Maryland-bred Fund stallion registration

B.c., 1995, by Two Punch—Joanie's Princess by Joanie's Chief; 
bred by Dark Hollow Farm; owned by The Thoroughbred Corp.; 
trained by D. Wayne Lukas. 

From the time he first 
went postward in May, K. O. 
Punch—a son of Maryland 
stallion Two Punch—lived up 
to his name. Odds-on favorite 
in his first three starts, all at 
Hollywood Park, the flashy 
bay aired by nine lengths in a 
maiden special, returned to a 
12-length romp in the (June 
21) Haggin Stakes, then an¬ 
nexed the Grade 3 Hollywood 
Juvenile Championship (on 
July 20) by a rallying two lengths. The second half of K. O. Punch's 
juvenile campaign took place in New York, and consisted of a 
third-place finish in the Saratoga Special-G2 (won by undefeated 
2-year-old champion Favorite Trick), a second (beaten only a 
length and a half by Favorite Trick) in the Hopeful Stakes-Gl, and 
a second in the Belmont Futurity-Gl (won by Grand Slam). Never 
off the board in six 2-year-old starts, K. O. Punch took the Mary¬ 
land-bred title by unanimous vote. He is the second Maryland- 
bred champion bred by David and Jo Ann Hayden's Dark Hollow 
Farm of Upperco, Md., which also bred this state's 1989 and '90 
horse of the year. Eclipse award-winning sprinter Safely Kept. The 
Haydens sold K. O. Punch as a weanling at the Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber sale for $57,000. The colt was resold at the Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber Yearling sale for $100,000, and again at the 1997 Fasig-Tipton 
Florida Select Two-Year-Olds in Training sale where his owner, 
Ahmed Salman's The Thoroughbred Corp., purchased him on a 
bid of $575,000. Like Safely Kept, K. O. Punch had humble origins. 
The Haydens bought his dam Joanie's Princess (by Joanie's Chief) 
for $15,500 at the 1989 Equivest fall mixed sale.

No one beats the record 
of Jim Ryan's Ryehill Farm 
when it comes to breeding 
Maryland-bred champions. 
Since 1979, the year in which 
he collected two trophies—for 
2-year-old filly Smart Angle 
and 3-year-old colt Smarten, a 
total of eight Ryehill-breds 
have been named Maryland- 
bred divisional leaders (some, 
including turf star Awad, 
earning titles for several years running). It's a knack that the mas¬ 
ter of Ryehill Farm appears to have passed on to his son James P. 
Ryan Jr., who now has bred a champion of his own— Maragold 
Princess. Bred in the name of the younger Ryan's Ryver Meadow 
Farm in Detour, Md., Maragold Princess (by Smarten) was sold by 
Ryan at the 1995 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December Mixed sale for 
$9,500, and resold for $17,000 as a 2-year-old at an Ocala Breeders' 
Sales auction in Florida. Although stabled in New York with train¬ 
er Todd Pletcher, the filly owned by Michael Cascio made three 
highly rewarding trips back home last fall, winning both the 
Maryland Million Lassie and Maryland Juvenile Filly Champion¬ 
ship and placing second in the Heavenly Cause Stakes. (Other 
Maryland-bred champions bred by Ryehill are Awad, Bemissed, 
Cefis, Heavenly Cause, Jet Ski Lady and Ringerman.) 

Horse of the year and three-year-old male 

Smoke Glacken 

Gr./ro.c., 1994, by Two Punch—Majesty's Crown by Magesteri- 
al; bred by Perry M. Rosebrock; owned by Karkenny, Levy and 
Roberts; trained by Henry L. Carroll. 

H e bypassed the Triple 
Crown, competed in no Grade 
1 races, beat older horses only 
once, and retired abruptly in 
mid-July. So why was Smoke 
Glacken hailed as a champi¬ 
on? Because he was never 
anything less than brilliant at 
what he did. 

The second Eclipse award¬ 
winning sprinter to represent 
Maryland in the past decade 
(along with Safely Kept, in 1989), Smoke Glacken was kept care¬ 
fully on track by trainer Henry Carroll, who accurately assessed 
both the colt's enormous talent and his questionable ability to get a 
distance. The result was a near-flawless, if brief, 3-year-old cam¬ 
paign, in which the son of Maryland stallion Two Punch remained 
undefeated at distances of a mile or less, winning six of his eight 
starts (all stakes). Those wins came at five different tracks. Odds- 
on favorite each time he broke from the starting gate, the champi¬ 
on went out at the top of his game, reeling off consecutive victories 
in the Riva Ridge and Jersey Shore Stakes (both Grade 3) and the 
Frank J. De Francis Memorial Dash-G2, before he was put out of 
action by a knee chip in his right foreleg. Bred by Marylander Per¬ 
ry Rosebrock (see profile on page 1), Smoke Glacken was sold as a 
weanling for $14,700 at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale, resold for $34,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky July 
Yearling sale , and purchased by Carroll and partners for $65,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year-olds in training sale. He cam¬ 
paigned in the name of owners Alex Karkenny, Robert Levy (who 
owns Muirfield East Farm in Chesapeake City, Md.) and William 
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Roberts. Smoke Glacken's 1997 earnings—$475,060—boosted his 
lifetime total to $759,560. 

Three-y ear-old filly

Only a notch or two be¬ 
neath the top 3-year-old fillies 
in the country last season, 
Dixie Flag was a picture of 
class as she carried the well- \ 
worn colors of her breeder l 
Mrs. Richard C. duPont's Bo- l 
Dixie Flag hernia Stable to consecutive 

victories in two Grade 2 stakes at Aqueduct last November—the 
First Flight and Top Flight Handicaps. Also the easy winner of the 
Grade 3 Comely Stakes in April, and runner-up to Sharp Cat in the 
Acorn Stakes-Gl in May, the beautifully-bred daughter of Dix¬ 
ieland Band compiled a 1997 record of three wins and three plac- 
ings from eight starts and earnings of $288,419. Dixie Flag, a half- 
sister to stakes winners Byars (in 1997) and Manlove, comes from a 
family that has spawned many good runners at Mrs. duPont's 
Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake City, Md. Dixie Flag's dam Thirty 
Flags (by Hoist the Flag), a multiple stakes winning, and Grade 1- 
placed, earner of $275,243, was bred by Mrs. duPont from the Bold 
Hour mare Thirty Years, whom she purchased from the Helis 
Stock Farm dispersal in the 1970s. This is the family of 1989 Mary¬ 
land-bred champion juvenile filly Crowned and graded stakes 
winner Betty Lobelia. 

Older male 

Royal Haven 

Dk.b./br.g., 1992, by Hail Emperor—Cruising Haven by Shel¬ 
ter Half; bred by Robert T. 
Manfuso; owned by Barbara 
J. Davis; trained by Gasper S. 
Moschera. 

It is one of the grandest 
racing odysseys to come out 
of Maryland in the last year, 
or perhaps decade. Royal 
Haven, whose breeder Bob 
Manfuso, of West Friendship, 
Md., lost him in a $75,000 
Royal Haven claiming race at Saratoga 

back in 1995, rises from rela¬ 
tive obscurity to become one of the top handicap horses in New 
York. The son of Maryland stallion Hail Emperor (stud fee $750) 
now boasts career earnings of $726,173, thanks to victories in four 
1997 stakes: the Fall Highweight Handicap-G2, A Phenomenon 
Stakes-G2, Gravesend Handicap-G3 (in a dead heat with Stalwart 
Member) and Toboggan Handicap, and five additional stakes 
placings (three graded). New York-based owner Barbara Davis 
and trainer Gasper Moschera started the gelding 16 times in 1997, 
and only once did he finish out of the money; his season's earnings 
were $448,398. Fortunately for him, Manfuso still owns Royal 
Haven's dam Cruising Haven (by longtime Maryland stallion 
Shelter Half). Manfuso bred Cruising Haven from a mare (Sailing 
Leader) whom he purchased at the 1985 Fasig-Tipton December 
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Mixed sale for $11,500. Unraced, Cruising Haven produced Royal 
Haven as her first foal; she now has a yearling colt by Go for Gin, 
and is due to foal this season to Colonial Affair. 

Older female 

Chip 

Dk.b./br.m., 1993, by Nor- 
questor—Big Pride by Bet 
Big; bred by Carolyn Hine 
and Scott Savin; owned by 
Carolyn H. Hine; trained by 
Hubert Hine. 

Chip's 1997 campaign 
was like her name: short, and 
easily spelled out. In five 
starts, all graded stakes, the 
daughter of Maryland stallion 
Norquestor logged three wins 
and earned $247,000. Her rep¬ 
utation soared at Gulfstream Park in January and February as she 
racked up consecutive wins in the six-furlong First Lady Handi- 
cap-G3, seven-furlong Shirley Jones Handicap-G3 and mile and a 
sixteenth Rampart Handicap-G2. Although Chip didn't measure 
up in Belmont's Shuvee Handicap-G2 (against eventual Eclipse 
award winner Hidden Lake and Flat Fleet Feet), she came back to 
finish third in Monmouth's Molly Pitcher Breeders' Cup Handi- 
cap-G2 (to Rare Blend and Top Secret) in early June before being 
sidelined by injury. A stablemate of 1997 Eclipse award-winning 
older male and potential horse of the year Skip Away, Chip has 
strong ties to her owner and co-breeder, Maryland native Carolyn 
Hine, and trainer Sonny Hine. Sonny Hine trained Chip's sire 
Norquestor, a Grade 1 stakes winner who has made his stud career 
at Murmur Farm in Maryland. Chip's dam Big Pride, co-owned by 
Carolyn Hine, was also a stakes-winning member of Sonny Hine's 
stable, as was her sire Bet Big.

duly noted that the ground was rock-solid that day. But no one, of 
course, is complaining. As a 7-year-old in 1997, Jim Ryan's Ryehill 
Farm homebred remained a major league player. He pushed his 
career earnings to $3,270,818, becoming only the third Maryland- 
bred—and first Maryland-bred turf runner—ever to pass the $3- 
million mark (a distinction also held by Cigar and Concern). He 
placed in six stakes, including a second in the Grade 1 Hollywood 
Turf Cup and third in the Man o' War Stakes-Gl. And he was vot¬ 
ed Maryland-bred turf champion for the fourth time (having pre¬ 
viously earned this title in 1993, '95 and '96). Even the best careers 
must come to an end, but Awad's isn't over yet. The veteran of 69 
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career starts, with 14 wins (11 in stakes), ten seconds and 11 thirds, 
is expected to continue racing in 1998. Plans for a career at stud 
have not been set, according to Ryan, but with the horse's fame 
and fortune having been made on the turf, the owner is looking to¬ 
ward stallion markets outside the U.S. 

Steeplechaser 

Teb's Bend 

Dk.b./br.g., 1993, by Whatever For—Bupersrose by Bupers; bred 
and owned by Mrs. Thomas H. Voss; trained by Thomas H. Voss. 

Teb's Bend broke his maiden over hurdles at Saratoga in July 
and didn't look back, winning in rapid succession two more races 
during the Saratoga meeting: a maiden flat race on the turf, and a 
hurdle allowance. Then it was on to Pine Mountain, Ga., where he 
swept to a two and a half-length score in the AFLAC U.S. Champi¬ 
onship Supreme Hurdle on November 1. Although the 4-year-old 
gelding's undefeated record over hurdles was broken in his final 
start of the season, the Hobkirk Hill Stakes at Camden, he amassed 
$104,500 in 1997, to make him the far and away leader among 


Maryland-bred jumpers. Teb's 
Bend, by Whatever For out of 
Bupersrose, by Bupers, is a to¬ 
tal family horse for his own¬ 
er/breeder Mimi Voss and 
her husband, leading Nation¬ 
al Steeplechase Association 
trainer Tom Voss. Tom Voss 
owned Whatever For at the 
time the champion was con¬ 
ceived. Bupersrose, pur¬ 
chased by Mimi Voss many 
years ago from the late B. Frank Christmas, won steeplechase races 
in the Voss colors before joining the broodmare band at their At¬ 
lanta Hall Farm in Monkton, Md. Bupersrose's first foal was Mick¬ 
ey Free, champion Maryland-bred steeplechase horse of 1988. Also 
the dam of Menemsha (by Whatever For), a multiple stakes win¬ 
ner on the flat, Bupersrose produced Teb's Bend as her final foal; 
the mare was euthanized due to infirmities of age (23) last sum¬ 
mer. Teb's Bend reportedly is named for a bend in the Green River 
in Tennessee where a Voss ancestor died during the Civil War.
